papers devoted whole pages to the
speeches delivered and more space was
given to defense of Andersonville than
to anything else The trouble was that
the defenses did not agree Each speak ¬

er admitted the existence of certain
evils and abuses but vehemently denied
others

Collating all the admissions one
would get the full case against Wire et
al in face of which the corresponding
denials were of course ridiculous

And now comes Dr Kerr who says
he was indicted with Wirz and the
immortal Jeff Devls and only escaped
being hanged himself by hiding away
He brings an altogether new and sur
prising explanation one that is Incon
sistent with all previous ones and so
inconsistent with itself as to constitute
the latest and most conclusive of all
confessions

Dr Kerr says our poor boys died of
pellagra and hookworm Why not also
of appendicitis All these latter day
ailments could no doubt prove an alibi
if it were necessary But it 13 not The
apologist hoists himself with his own
petard He says everything at Ander
sonville was in a deplorable condition

36000 prisoners being confined in a
prison intended only for 5000 What

Then he goes on Several thousand
were sick from what he called eczema
and typhoid fever A large percentage
was suffering from a disease which we
had never met before Among the
symptoms of this strange disease he

Of course he had never seen this dis
ease before for it was starvation Las
situde and emaciation were Its un
erring symptoms It is too late In the
day to euphonize the young and vigor
ous patriots who died under the name
less tortures of that premeditated and
Inexcusable famine with victims of the
